•tit to newspaper editors of the 
ewmtry by the Press Service Com- 
pany of New York City. 


The queatlons asked In the ques- 


tionnaire to the newspaper editors 
were: 


(1) D* yoti favor the enactment 


of laws prohibiting the personal use 
of tobacco by adults? 


(2) In your Judgment does the 


general sentiment of yonr commu- 
nity favor such legislation? 


(3) Is the use of tobacco per- 


sonally objectionable to yon? 


Ko arguments accompanied the 


questions and from their form it 
was impossible for any editor to 
determine the attitude of those 
aeeking the Infornntlon. 


Out of 12,018 editors questioned. 


7,847 replied according to the sum- 
mary riven. These editors represent 
a combined circulation^ of 21.870,- 
O46. This shows an extraordinary 
interest la anti-tobacco legislation. 
Of the 7.MT editors replying. 7.393, 
or 93 per cent, represent public sen- 
timent In their communities as op- 


posed • to anti-tobacco legislation. 
Only 260 editors, or 3 per cent of 
those replying, believed there was 
any considerable sentiment favor- 
able to tobacco prohibition. There 
were 174, or 2 per cent, in doubt, 
while 20 failed to record their judg- 
ment. 


"It is of special Interest to note 


that 5€9 editors, in answering the 
first question, personally favored 
such legislation, although only 260 
of them reported that public opin- 
ion also favored the prohibition of 
tobacco—an Indication of the con- 
scientious effort made by the ed- 
itors to distinguish public opinion 
from their own personal opinions."

"The highest percentage of re- 


plies reporting public opinion favor- 
able to prohibition of tobacco came 
from Utah, where 42 per cent of 
the editors thought that the public 
(were for such a movement,

Is the only state which has since 
adopted an anti-cigarette law. The 
result was forecast by several of 
the editors, who stated that the In- 
fluence of the Mormon Church v/as. 
against 
iobncco.

Church is also strong in Idaho, 
which Is the other suite where the 
use of tobnrco was recent ly pro- 
hibited, but the governor has siirned 
the bill just parsed, in which the- 
prohibitory legislation: is repofl'ed. 
In tlr.S'state 39 per cent of the ed- 
itors estimate sentiment in their 
communities as against tobacco pro- 
hibition, which, nevertheless, is six' 
per cent below the average reported 
opposition. 


"The legislature of Tennessee 


some weeks ago passed and the c»v- 
ernor has signed a bill repealing

the Anti-Cigarette law of that state. 
The questionnaire showed 93 per 
cent of its editors believed the pub- 
lir against anti-tobacco legislation. 
The .legislature of Arkansas has 
also just passed a bill repealing its 
Anti-Cigarette law.' In this state 94 
per cent of the editors reported 
against tobacco prohibition. 


"A bill. Introduced in the current 


session of the legislature of Arizona 
ti prohibit smoking in public dining 
rooms and other public places, was 
first amended to prohibit the con- 
sumption in public of peanuts, chew- 
Ing gum, tea and coffee, and theu 
defeated by the senate.

move to dissolve a legally- 


formed body of citizens, united for 
their own welfare, is very wrong. 


"And any organized effort to de-

move appears to be, ifi certainly not 
fair play. 


"The country at this time needs 


mutual coroperation." 


In 
January, 
1919, 
Bishop 


Schrimbs was one of the four pre- 
lates to sign a booklet on "Social 
Reconstruction." 


This attracted much attention be- 


cause of its drastic recommenda- 
tions. 


One of the issues dealt with in 


the booklet was that effecting labor 
and capital, particularly vital in 
Cleveland at this time when thous- 
ands are out of work in strike tie- 
ups. Of the capital labor question, 
the bishop said:

"I firmly believe that labor has 


an inalienable right to organize 
and to bargain collectively with the 
employer, for the laborer who has 
not the strength of an organization 
back of him is a vertible slave.
